3 — Details of 
how the president of Texas was noti­ 
fied of the decisive victory gained a t 
San Jacinto, a battle that realized the 
independence of Texas, constitutes an 
interesting 
sidelight 
in 
connection 
w ith the Centennial, which in 1030 
will be commemorated by celebrations 
a t 
San 
Antonio, 
Houston, 
Goliad, 
Brenham, 
Nacogdoches, 
Huntsville, 
D allas and cities associated with the 
early history of the state, 
David G. Burnet, the first provis­ 
ional president of Texas, for safety’s 
sake had moved with several mem­ 
bers of bis cabinet to Galveston Is­ 
land. and while the licit tie took place 
April 21, 1830, the president did not 
learn of the victory until six days 
later. 
News of the victory was carried by 
Kobert 
J. 
("alder, 
who 
commanded 
Company K in Burleson s regiment in 
the battle, and Judge B. ('. Franklin, 
accompanied by two soldiers. 
Their 
only means of transportation was a 
leaky skiff, which they rowed and 
towed, sleeping at night with diffi­ 
culty and having a hard time getting 
a ay thing to eat. 
On the fifth day, they rowed along­ 
side the w ar schooner “ Invincible"’, 
the com rn Aider of which fired a can­ 
non three times to celebrate the news 
of the victory. 
The messengers jxir- 
took liberally of the best liquor on 
the ship and then were taken to the 
“Independence”, the flagship of Com­ 
modore Hawkins, who fired a can­ 
non thirteen times in celebration and 
wined and dim*d the messengers.

the executive received in his tent the 
si:*feh day after the battle.

th a t the president was “miffed” that 
everybody on the island knew that 
the victory had been won before he 
was informed.
